LECTURES ABROAD 

Went to England a* Incumbent of 
Chair of Amrrican History. 



from Columbia Spectator 
President Huiler left Uio University 
of Columbia on May t'i last and sailed 
for IQiikIiiiiiI on Ihe Majestic, arriving 
In London on (he evnlne of Mat- Ig. 
He went |o I1ugl(iii(l prima rlly In his 
capacity as liicuiMhenl for lh>> yen r 
f the chair of American History, 
Literature and Institutions, founded 
four yearn ago by Mir George Watson. 
It Is ohn motorist lc "f Ihls professor- 
ship I tin I II in not established at n 
single university, The Incumbent I" 
expected In visit n number of univer- 
sities,, wild a view lo developing In 
each a perinnncnl Interest In Ibe sub- 
ject of sliuly of American Institu- 
tions. 

Tile late Vl'counl Itryce occupied 
Hie chair In 1921; nil Troublent 
KiilerltUs Arthur Twining Hartley „t 
Vale succeeded him In 1922. Presi- 
dent initier, the third Incumbent, of 
Ihe chair, loolv as Ihe title of his lec- 
tures "lllilldlng the American Nation." 
Ho h/id prepared a syllabus of. the. 
entire course of |e,.t,irnn r f ,r distri- 
bution lo the various audiences, and 
at Ihe beginning of each lecture sum- 
marized briefly the content and ar- 
gument of thfise thnt had précédai It. 
Loctured at Mansion House 

The sovorti I lectures were delivered 
at London In the Mansion House, and 
al Ihe Universities of Cambridge, Car- 
diff; Liverpool, Manchester. Glasgow, 
St. Andrews. Kdinlnirgh, and Leeds. 
Oxford University was omitted from 
the Itinerary because of the strong 
pressure to have President duller lec- 
ture of other universities, and partly 
been use an endowed cha ir of American 
History has recently been established 
at Oxford. 

The president delivered his first 
lecture In London on May 21, and 
spent the following three weeks in a 
motor trip through Rngland. Scotland, 
and Wales, reaching the various uni- 
versity centres whe,re lectures were to 
he delivered. While -he lectures were 
delivered under the auspices or British 
universities, the audiences represented 
all classes of the population. They 
were uniformly large and closely at- 
tentive. The largest audience was in 
Glascow, where more than 3.500 people 
were present to hear the lecture on 
"Abraham Lincoln. Defender and Pre- 
server of the Nation's Unity and 
Power." 

Held Conferen-.es in Fr»ne« 

The resident's visit to France was 
primarily in his capacity as Director 
of the Division of Intercourse and 
Education of ihe Carnegie Kndow- 
ment for International Teace. For one 
week he was in all day session with 
some forty or fifty leuling representa- 
tives of the various European countries 
who constitute the Advisory Council in 
Europe of the Carnegie Endowment. 
Here ihe Ktiropcun situation was 
examined and discussed In great de- 
tail nnd from every point of view. The 
German nnd Russian people were 
represented in these conferences, as 
well as ihe ether nations", gre.it and 
small, on the Ktiropmn continent. 

A dinner In President Butler's hon- 
or was given by the Comité France- 
Amérique, and an unusually inspiring 
gathering of the Columbia University 
Club took place at t'ie Cercle Interallié. 
On Ihe morning of July 11, the national 
holiday, President Sutler motored to 
Fargnlera, « deynsted commune lu 
the Department of the Aisne, where he 
dedicated the work of reconstruction 
being curried on under the. auspices uf 
the Carnegie K ubnv m-nt.
